To  the  Chairman  and  Members  cf  the  Council, 

I have  the  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1957. 

The  estimated  resident  population  shows  an  increase,  as 
also  does  the  birth  and  infant  mortality  rate. 

The  general  death  rate  shews  a decrease,  the  greatest 
number  of  deaths  being  due  to  heart  disease,  but  not  to  coronary 
disease  as  sc  frequently  happens  in  the  urban  areas. 

The  majority  of  cases  cf  infectious  diseases  were  due  to 
whooping  cough.  One  case  (a  visiter)  was  notified  as  non- 
paralytic  polio-myelitis.  The  patient  made  a good  recovery  but 
I am  personally  a little  doubtful  about  the  diagnosis. 

The  general  housing  problem  appears  to  be  resolving.  The 
question  cf  suitable  housing  for  the  elderly  is  a problem  that 
needs  to  be  carefully  considered,  but  no  doubt  in  certain  areas 
cne-bedrccmed  bungalows  would  be  an  advantage. 

Water  and  sewerage  problems  have  arisen  but  these  problems 
are  being  dealt  with  as  speedily  as  it  is  possible. 

The  section  prepared  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  shews 
how  large  a part  these  officers  play  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living. 

In  conclusion  I v/culd  like  to  thank  the  members  cf  the 
Public  Health  Committee  and  Council  and  the  staff  for  their 
continued  courtesy  and  cc— operation  during  the  year.

The  infant  mortality  rate  again  shows  an  increase.  There 
were  7 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  One^death  was 
due  tc  intra-cerebral  haemorrhage  and  prematurity  at  two  days, 

1 tc  prematurity  at  fourteen  hours,  1 tc  atelectasis  and  prematurity 
at  three  days,  1 tc  hydrops  fcetalis  at  six  hours,  1 tc  lymphoblastic 
leukaemia  at  ten  months,  1 to  asphyxia  neonatorum  livida  at  one  day, 
and  1 tc  congenital  malformation  of  the  heart  at  one  day.

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The  general  death  rate  shows  a decrease  this  year. 
Approximately  36.0 % (45)  of  the  total  deaths  were  of  persons  ever 
70” years  of  age,  and  of  these  29. (37)  were  of  persons  aged  over 
80  years.  The  highest  number  of  deaths  from  any  one  cause  was 
from  heart  disease,  which  caused  42  deaths.

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  schedule  for  the  collection  of  refuse . remains . the 
same,  that  is,  two  vehicles  full  time  for  a period  of  five 
months  during  the  summer  and  one  vehicle  full  time  and  one 
vehicle  part  time  during  the  winter  months,  nearly  all  the 
area  is  now  covered , and  with  the  co-operation  of  those  people 
who  live  an  appreciable  distance  off  the  highway  and  who  . make 
the  necessary arrangements  to  carry  the  dustbins  to  a suitable 
point  for  collection,  it  does  enable  the  Council  to _ dispose  of 
refuse  from  the  majority  of  properties  in  the  district. 

For  some  years  past,  the  Council  has  disposed  of  the # refuse 
on  Kingsmoor  Common  and  it  has  been  appreciated  that  this  is  a 
most  unsuitable  position  in  view  of  it  being  (a)  an  °Pe£  |paee 
and  (b)  within  a distance  of  approximately  120  yards  of  the

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Tenby  - Narberth  highway  - a highway  which  carries  a quite  heavy 
traffic  of  cars  and  buses  during  the  summer. 


An  alternative  site  was  fortunately  made  available. at 
Pleasant  Valley  at  the  beginning  of  October.  It  was  suitable 
being  that  it  was  perfectly  sited  for  the  disposal  ox  refuse 
collected  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  district  and  it  was  a 
matter  of  filling  ground  excavations,  with  ample  covering 
material  available  for  controlled  tipping.  During . the  summer , 
this  site  is  licensed  as  a caravan  site  and  thus  it  will  be 
necessary  to  secure  another  site  prior  to  April  ”]958.  I am  sure 
that  the  Council  have  no  desire  to  commence  tipping  at  Inngsmoor 
Common  again  and  every  endeavour  will  be  made  to  find  an  alterna- 
tive site. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  still  retain  the  services  of  one  man  as  part 
time  rodent  operator.  The  sewers  were  treated  once  during  che 
year  and  the  take  was  very  small.  It  was  not  possible  to  carry 
out  the  full  treatment  due  to  shortage  of  labour.  Disposal  work- 
sites, refuse  tips  and  common  land  were  treated  regularly  an 
also  some  work  was  carried  out  on  private  houses.  However,  it 
was  most  noticeable  how  the  number  of  complaints  regarding  rats 
sind  mice  have  lessened  so  considerably.  Approximately  three 
years  ago  when  inspections  were  carried  out  on  agricultural 
land  it  was  not  uncommon  to  see  ample  evidence  oi  rats  in. banks 
and  hedges.  During  this  year  such  evidence  is  not  so  obvious  and 
reports°of  heavy  infestations  are  very  few.
